Doesn't Know Purpose of Banquet. 


: “I cannot permit the use of my name 
for that citizens’ peace banquet,” Mr, 
Roosevelt's letter reads, “simply be- 
cause I do not know what that ban- 

. quet is for. If it is meant to over- 

. awe the senate and force that body 


against its conscience to support the 
unamended treaties which the senate 
committee on foreign relations has 
ae shown by unanswerable argument to 
¥ be hostile to the honor and interest of 


thé American people, then I am not in 
sympathy with you. For instance, if

that newspaper The reception was 
held in the offices once used by the 
late George W. Childs, and which were 
visited in Mr Childs’ time by Presi- 
dents Grant, Hayes and Cleveland. 
While in The Ledger offices, the 


president expressed a wish to visit / 


Independence Hall, across the street, 
remarking that he had not been at 
the “cradle of liberty” since way back 
in the seventies. Flanked by John 
Wanamaker and Mr. Ochs, the presi- 
dent proceeded to the old building, 
while tae police hurriedly opened 
way through the crowd. Mr. Taft first 
entered the rooms where the declara- 
tion of independence was signed and 
placed his name in the visitors’ book.

CADILLAC CAR PUT 
TO UNIQUE TEST 


Runs Eight Blocks With Start- 
ing Device as Motive 
Power. 


With spark plug removed and with 
no motive power other than the auto- 
matic starting device, a Cadillac ear, 
carrying five passengers, was recentiy 
run a distance of eight blocks in Wa- 
terloo, Iowa. 

The test was made by C. A. Morris, 
the Cadillac dealer in Waterloo, with 
the idea of demonstrating the power 
of the starting device, and was wit- 
nessed by a number of people. It has 
been estimated that the cranking 
device expended sufficient power ta 
have started the engine more than 
2,000 times. 

The test was made by meshing the 
gears of the starting device with the 
engine in the same manner in which 
they are brought into action for start- 
ing the engine, at the same time with 
the clutch engaged, so that when the 
engine “turned over’ it drove the car 
as it does when running normally with 
gasoline motive power. 

After the car had been run eight 
blocks, the spark plugs were placed in 
position, the engine was started by 
the electric starter and driven back ‘*¢9 
the sales room.

1911 YEAR SEES PASSING OF 
MANY FAMOUS MEN OF SPORT 


New York, December 27.—Many prom- 
inent figures in the world of sport and, 
athletics have been removed by death} 
during the year now drawing to a close. 
In the baseball world the National 
League in particular was a heavy suf- 
ferer, having lost Stanley Robinson, 
owner of the St. Louis club; William 
Hepburn Russell, president and chief 
owner of the Boston club, and Frank 
S. Elliott, vice president of the Phila- 
delphia club. 

The active players who passed away 
during the year included Addie Joss, 
the well-known pitcher of the -Cleve- 
land Americans; George M. (Lefty) 
Craig, pitcher of the Indianapolis club 
of the American Association; Napoleon 
(Pop) Lessard, pitcher of the Columbus 
American Association team; Michael 
Smeling, first baseman of the Lancaster 
Tri-State club; Simon Nicholls, short- 
stop and captain of the Baltimore East- 
ern club; Herman Priepke, second base- 
man of the Utica team of the New York 
State League; Arthur Brown, first base- 
man of the Albany team of the New 
York State League, and Harry Ham- 
mond, who played with various teams 
of the Southern League and American 
Association. 

Many Old Ball Piayers Die. 


In addition to the active players, 
many former stars of the diamond and 
others who had figured prominently in 
the national game in days gone by 
passed away during the year. Among 
these were Robert Caruthers, famous as 
a pitcher for the St. Louis Browns in 
the *80s, and later an umpire in the 
American and minor leagues; William 
(Dad) Clarke, at one time a Star 
pitcher of the New York Nationals; 
Jack Rowe, who was one of the 1886

UACES BIG THING 

Schools of Allanta Hare Had 
Their Banner Year 


Place for “Incorrigibles,” More 
Pay for Teachers, New Build- 
ing for Boys’ High, Domestic 
Science Classes, Are Among 
Things He Recommends. 


Urging the establishment of a school 
for incorrigibles, commending the 
movement for the payment of higher 
salaries to the teachers in the city 
schools, and indicating a number of 
improvements that will be highly ben- 
éficial to the school system, William 
M. Slaton, superintendent of the pub- 
lic schools of Atlanta, has completed 
his annual report for the board of 
education. 

Characterizing the year just past as 
“the greatest year in the history of 
the schools,” the report, which is a 
very thorough and intelligent com- 
mentary upon the work and needs of 
the schools, places at the disposal of 
the board definite suggestions and 
Statistics in connection with the work 


already accomplished and the pros- 
pects for the future. 

The most striking suggestion ig that 
recommending the establishment of a 
school for incorrigibles. “The leading 
cities of the United States have such 
schools,” says Superintendent Slaton, 
and thereby increase the thoroughness 
and efficiency of the schools in gen- 
eral.” Such a school would provide 
for those pupils, who for any reason 
are not able to keep up with the oth- 
ers of the class, and would allow each 
teacher to accomplish better results. 
“It is not just,” says the superintend- 
ent in his report, “that fifty or sixty 
children in a class should be retardea 
by three or four refractory members 
whose parents, through weakness or 
ignorance, have not taught and trainea 
them at home to obey school dis- 
cipline.” 

Schools in Fine Condition. 

The general condition of the schools 
of the city is highly favorable, says 
the report. “Splendid results are be- 
ing accomplished for the moral, physi- 
cal and intellectual education of the 
youth of the city. The curriculum, 
discipline and general management of 
the schools are establishing on bed- 
rock the foundations of an upright, in- 
telligent and patriotic citizenship.” 

Referring to the question of cor- 
poral punishment, the superintendent 
says that the most expert teachers 
rarely have to resort to the use of the 
rod, as moral suasion is the main 
force in obtaining discipline in the 
schools. If, however, corporal pun- 
ishment must be inflicted, Says the 
Superintendent, it is never done until 
all the facts have been laid before the 
principal and his consent obtained. 

In connection with the question of 
higher salaries for the teachers, the 
report says: 

“Atlanta can justly boast of many 
scholarly and excellent teachers, and 
yet we have an element of unprepared- 
ness which is highly objectionable. To 
meet this objection we should employ 
only the best teaching talent: and to 
secure this Atlanta must pay the best 
salaries. While our best teachers are 
imbued with the spirit of love for the 
profession, they must have good gsala- 
ries to live decently and to meet the 
numerous demands upon them because 
of their association with the youth of 
the city and their cultured parents. 
We have many times been compelled to 
elect undesirable teachers because 
other cities paid, better salaries and 
were our formidable and successful 
rivals. If Indianapolis pays $85 a 
month, we know that Indianapolis will 
win at our expense. This is only an 
illustration of the general law. In the 
election of teachers, Atlanta is in com- 
petition not only with every city and 
town and militia district in Georgia, 
but to my certain knowledge with 
school systems governing the entire 
United States. In my effort to secure 
the best teaching talent, I have been 
defeated by other school systems that 
offered more money. 

Best Sort of Taxation. 

“Our civilization depends upon the 
instruction of our youth. Society can- 
not tax itself for a better purpose or 
with better results than in placing in 
the school room the highest talent to 
care for the moral, physical and intel- 
lectual welfare of our children. As 
society is a unit, whatever protects the 
interests of childhood promotes the 
welfare of all. Ignorance and the lack 
of moral training are the sreatest 
curses of mankind. It is, therefore, 
wise to place in the school room the 
highest type of character and culture 
to guard the welfare of the state. 

“In December, 1911, the board of ed- 
ucation, in their budget, fixed the 
schedule of salaries for the grade 
teacher ranging from $60 to $85 a 
month, according to the term of serv- 
ice; $72 to $90 a month for assistant 
principals; $120 to $140 a month for 
the principals of elight-graded schools. 
This schedule will enable Atlanta to 
compete with other cities in the effort 
to secure the best teaching talent. If 
this schedule of salartes should be 
granted by the city council it would 
take $32,063 to be added to the appro- 
priation for salaries for the year end- 
ing December, 1911. It would take 
$376,235 to pay the salaries for 1912 
according to the present schedule, not 
including Girls’ Night school salaries. 
To increase the administrative salaries, 
according to the budget recommended 
by the board in December, 1911, it 
would require an inmrease of $3,790. 


| With these general inereases, the effi- 


ciency of the schools could be greatly 
improved. General satisfaction would 


lresult through our teaching force of 


550, and in my judgment public opin- 
ion would sustain the appropriation,” 

The superintendent draws attention 
to the need for new quarters for the 
Boys’ High school, which, he says, has 
greatly outgrown its present building. 
He suggests that the commercial de- 
partment be transferred to some other 
bullding, and that the two be main- 
tained until sufficient funds may be 
raised for the erection of a suitable 
building for all departments. 

Comments upon the growth of the 
Girls’ High school, Superintendent BSia- 
ton says that “the young ladies should 
be given the privilege of learning to 
cook and sew.” Such a cotrse should 
be electeive, says the report.

The Technological High school has 
also outgrown its quarters; says the 
report, but, despite the cramped con- 
ditions generally, the school has done 
g00d work, and continues to grow and 
flourish, ~ ~~ ; 

Superintendent Slaton recommends 
the erection of a grammar school 
building in the ninth ward to replace 
the inadequate buildings now occupied 
by Faith ‘and East Atlanta schools. 
Also an additional appropriation of 
$30,000 from council to supplement $10,- 
000 already appropriated for the 
George W. Adair school, in the Bonnie 
Brae section of the city, and suggests 
that appropriations sufficient to place 
the Technological High school on a 
satisfactory basis be made, 

The report also laments that facili- 
ties in the negro schools are not equal? 
to the demand, citing as proof the fact 
that 300 negro children were turned 
away during the past year because of 
lack of accommodation, ‘ 
The superintendent recommends that 
a negro school bé erected on Univer- 
sity avenue on the site already do- 
nated by the Freedmen’s .Aid. Society. 

After Competent Musician. 

Superintendent Slaton also calls at- 
tention to the fact that a successor 
must be elected to succeed Professor 
B. C. Davis, director of music, and 
urges that a most competent man be 
chosen. The report explains that Pro- 
fessor Davis has been ill for the past 
four months, and that expert opinion 
is that he will not reocver eufficiently 
to take up his duties rm the schools. 
The report. concludes as follows. 
“The public schools have just com- 
pleted the greatest year in their his- 
tory, viewed from every standpoint. 
The number of teachers and officers, 
the enrollment of pupils, the new build- 
ings, the improved heating and venti- 
lating plants, the bond issue expended 
for new sites and school houses and 
the appropriation by. council for cur- 
rent expenses unite to challenge the 
admiration of the city and the state. 
Atlanta has just cause to be proud of 
the year’s record. Great things have 
been done, but we lack much of doing 
all that could be done and ought to be 
done. Better results can be secured 
with larger appropriations, and I be- 


for us in their power. 

“TI can not speak too highly of the, 
invaluable aid furnished the public 
schools by the woman’s board. Their 
services to the public schools have 
been efficient. Mrs. J. K. Ottley, the 
able and cultured president, as the 
representative of the woman’s board, 
has done an excellent work, and de- 
serves the gratitude of Atlanta. I am 
officially and personally grateful to 
them for their patriotic co-operation 
in the arduous work for the public 
schools. 

“Tl desire to express my emphatic 
appreciation of the valuable services 
of L. M. Landrum, the assistant super- 
intendent, in the severe labors of the 
year. Also the young lady clerks in 
the office have toiled early and late, 
not limiting their work by official 
hours. They deserve the grateful ap- 
preciation of the city. 

“Tl wish to thank the board for uni- 
form courtesies and co-operation. De- 
spite the arduous ‘work of the superin- 
tendent’s office, it has been delightful 
to me.”

In an aftermath survey of Christmas 
and what was done to make the poor 
happy, for there was the effort of both 
the organization and the individual to 
make Atlenta's poor happy, the impulse 
ef the writer is'to say heartily “God 
bless the movement of organized char- 
ity.” ,. Though, “the poor,” verily, “We 
will always have with us,” since the or- 
ganized charities have .begun their 
work in Atlanta, it is easier to reach 
the really worthy people; to know 
where to place them; where to find 
them, and through institutions and the 
various agencies for philanthropic ex- 
pression Atlanta's poor and helpless 
ones have, few of them, been forgotten. 
The institutions are becomin& more de- 
fined in their work so that effort is be- 
ing less duplicated; the organization 
of the probation court has helped won- 
derfully In records which are useful In 
working out social conditions, and 
helping where help of a protecting 
rather than charitable kind is needed, 
and with organized charity as a clear- 
ing house, the time will come when At- 
lanta may hope to boast a city where 
poverty and Vagrancy as conditions 
will not exist. 

Home Fer the Friendless. 

Out at the Home for the Friendless, 
where, as the name implies, little chil- 
dren, who are probably parentless rath- 
et than friendless, were given the hap- 
piest (‘hristmas. They were treated toa 
delicious dinner’ Christmas day and on 
Tuesday, the 26th, a beautiful tree was 
arranged for them. It sparkled with 
lights and baubles, and from it hung 
bags of candies and ripe apples and 
oranges. There were dolls and toys and 
the little ones who still believe in Santa 
Claus had that same look of wonder 
in their eyes that all little children 
have who hold Santa Claus as a sacred 
mystery.

FINISHES PRISON TERM 


Harry Morris Attributes’ Con- 
viction for Blackmail to | 
13” and “23.” | 


Leavenworth, Kan., December 36.—' 
Morris, former leader of the' 
younger social set of Cleveland, Ohio, 
left the federal prison at Fort Leaven- 
worth today, having completed his sen- 
tence of two years, less five months 
time allowed for good behavior. Mor- 
ris was convicted of attempting to" 
blackmail Mrs. Dan O. Caswell, a mil- 
lionaire widow of Cleveland, from 
whom he demanded $2,000 undcr threat 
of kidnaping her two children. 

Morris has always iaid his convic- 
tion to the baneful influence of the 
“hoodoo” numbers “13” and “23,” and 
to the fact that hig trial began Friday, 
May 13, 1910. The verdict finding him 
guilty was returned at twenty-three 
minutes past 8 o'clock, and he was 
turned over to the prison authorities! 
May 23. 

At the time of his trial Morris is 
said to have been engaged to a s0- 
ciety girl of Cleveland, who always 
has been convinced of his innocence.

STUDENTS STEAL CLAPPER 
THEN GOODBY TO LESSONS 


Because they were given only one 
holiday instead of two for the enjoy- 
ment of the Christmas season, the stu- 
dents of Clark university have been 
giving President S. KE. Idleman all the 
trouble in one week that usually comes 
to the head of an institution in a 
whole college year, and as a result of 
the conflict there has been little aca- 
demic work done.

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CHECK IS SOUGHT 
TO MONEY COMBINE 


Monetary Commission Asks 
Secretary of Treasury to 
Devise a Plan. 


Washington, December 30.—-The na- 
tional monetary commission, which 
will report a plan for banking and 
currency reform to congress on Janu- 
ary 8 has asked Secretary of the 
Treasury MacVeagh to suggest a prac- 
tical proyision of law that would pre- 
vent the stocks of banks from falling 
into the hands of other banks or cor- 
perations formed to control the banks. 
The commission asked the advice of 
the secretary, who declared in his an- 
nual report that the new law must 
prohibit any bank affiliated with the 
proposed national reserve association 
from owning stock in any independent 
bank, 

It would be easy, it is pointed out 
by the commission, to prevent a bank 
from owning the stock of other banks, 
but to be effective, it is contended, the 
prohibition must be extended to cor- 
porations who are not banks. The 
commission so far has been unable to 
find the place to draw the line. A 
blanket provisior against all corpora- 
tions buying bank stocks, it is ar- 
gued, would deprive even universities 
from such proper and profitable in- 
vestments. Unless the new law in- 
cludes corporations in its prohibition, 
the argument is made that it wouid 
not cover such an agency as the Na- 
tional City Compeny, allied with the 
Nationa] City Bank of New York, 
which recenly divested itself of its 
bank stocks. 

Practically all other features of the 
bill which the commission will send to 
congress have been conipleted.,

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PARCELS POST MUST COME. 


Notwithstanding powerful influences, it is difficult to believe 
that congress and the postoffice department can hold out much 
longer against the determined demand of an aroused American 
public for a parcels post system that means service. 

No “Cerberic” sop in the shape of a short-haul or rural route 
alone, which Postmaster General Hitchcock is seeking to throw 
out, is going to satisfy. He is playing the ostrich game, if he 
hopes to placate the farmer by giving him the privilege only of 
receiving by wagon-mail small packages from his nearby town. 
Neither the farmer nor any of the other millions of Americans 
who are entitled equally to all the benefits and advantages of gov- 
ernment service will rest content with such a subtetfuge, while 
they are denied the same privilege which their own government 
grants to the negroes of Hayti and San Domingo. 

Both congress and the postoffice department have dodged and 
will continue to dodge the parcels post issue as long as they can 
hold out against it; the allied railroad and express interests are a 
power to be reckoned with. This fact has come prominently to 
the front in the recently assembled session of congress wherein 
it is apparent that only determined, well-planned and concentrated 
pressure will save the question from another postponement. 

How long does congress propose to offset the unquestioned 
will and interest of the American public against those of the 
railroad and express companies? ; 

How long does it propose to deny to the people a right and 
privilege which it has not hesitated to grant to foreigners—that 
of forwarding packages up to eleven pounds at reasonable trates 
through the mails? 

An Atlantan may mail an 11-pound package to Germany or 
China or Australia, if he wants to, at a postage price within reason; 
but he cannot send it to Marietta or Chattanooga or Duluth without 
going to the railroad or the express company and paying a higher 
rate for the service. 

If the mail delivery can be made in one case at:a profit or 
even at cost, it stands much more to reason that it can be done in 
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the other. 

The people, the great consuming population of the country, 
demand this service not as a concession, but as a right—a right that 
is now being withheld from them for no other apparent reason 
than to enrich a few at their expense. 

With its control of the house there is a splendid opportunity 
before the democratic party at least to make a real parcels post 
system a possibility; the republicans would veto it at their peril. 

Enacted now, nothing could more certainly, insure democratic 
success in I912; omitted, it will become an issue as formidable as 
the tariff. 

The people want and demand it, and they will know where 
to fix the responsibility for its withholding. 


SOMETHING TO LEARN FROM ENGLAND. 


Every now and then our much-vaunted national progress suf- 
fers a sort of shock over the discovery that some other country has 
taken practical strides forward while we are still thinking about

them or merely looking on. 

Usually it is England that outstrips us in economic advance- 
ment, although we continue to think and feel, with ostrich-like 
faith in the efficacy of our own blindness, that “The great Ameri- 
can nation is the best on earth, by gad, sir!” 

The thought is suggested by a simple little paragraph from The 
Springfield Republican, announcing an innovation in the British 
postal savings bank system: 

The English postoffice has just put into operation its new system of 
‘home safes” intended to ineuleate thrift. They may be. had at any postoffice 
by depositing 75 cents, of which 50 cents is for guaranty and may be had back 
if desired when the safe is returned. The key is kept at the postoffice, and the 
money can be taken out only to Open or add to a savings bank account. Inter- 
is paid on accounts of $5 or more. 


est 

Introduction of the little safe furnished to postal savings bank 
depositors, a system that has been long in use with private savings 
banks of most countries, 1s a simple and comparatively insignificant 
thing in itself, and interesting only from the fact that the govern- 
iient has adopted it fur the purpose of aiding and encouraging 
those who place their savings with it. 

Nevertheless, 1. suggests the fact that England led the way in 
the establishment of the postal savings bank system, in the devel- 
opment of the parcels post, at which our national congress is still 
balking, and in many other movements which have had to do with 
public convemence and national advancement. 

Going further, it brings up the often-preached methods of ad- 
ministering justice in England, from which any nation might draw 
valuable lesson—miethods which, through sure and speedy punish- 
ment, insure a minimum of crime with a maximum of public pro- 
tection and good order. 

There are a few things at least in which a. proud daughter 
would do well to emulate the example of the mother country. 


OFFICER FINDS ATLANTA 
BEST SITE FOR BRIGA 


Editor Constitution: I read with in- 
terest your editorial of a few days ago, 
urging the establishment of a brigade 
post, near Atlanta, and the suggestion 
that a standing committee of the cham- 
ber of commerce be created for the 
promotion and attainment of this ob- 
ject. 

A number of years’ service in Atlanta 
spread over several tours of duty have 
convinced me that this city possesses 
the most advantageous site for a large 
garrison that can be found east of the 
Mississippi river. The location of mil- 
itary garrisons should be controlled by 
two factors, climate and railroad facil- 
ities. The climate sheuld be one which 
will give the maximum number of days 
available for- the outdoor instruction of 
the troops. Atlanta is peculiarly fortu- 
nate in this respect. I have never serv- 
ed anywhere in the United States where 
it was possible to give troops the all 
year round outdoor drill that they ob- 
tain at Fort McPherson. I doubt very 
much if there are more than 20 to 
25 days in each calendar year upon 
which outdoor instruction of the garri- 
son is rendered impracticable by weath- 
er conditions. The climate is also an 
exceedingly healthy one with an abund- 
ant and pure water supply. 

Railroad Facilities Exceptional. 

The railroad facilities are exceptional 
and examination of the map of the Uni- 
ted States will show you that Atlanta 
is within, approximately speaking, 18 
hours of the coast of the United States 
and the strategie points thereon, from 
Chesapeake Bay to a point west of New 
Orleans, almost to the Texas border. 

The communication to the west and 
north are equally good and extend over 
many diverse routes. The proof of this 
contention was demonstrated in the re- 
cent mobilization of troops in Texas. 
Though the Seventeenth infantry was 
delayed for nearly twelve hours in get- 
ting cars, it was the first regiment to 
arrive at San Antonio and was on the 
ground ready to cross the Rio Grande 
river, within 48 hours after the colonel 
had received his telegraphic order. 

The army of the United States has 
outgrown the conditions imposed upon 
it, and which controlled the location 
of its garrisons, by the various Indian 
campaigns which followed the close of 
the civil war. During the period fol- 
lowing the reorganization of the army 
in 1870, to the outbreak ef the Spanish- 
American war, the army was constant- 
ly engaged in a guerrilla warfare with 


'tonments widely scattered and numer- 


the Indians west of the Mississippi. 
Tactical and strategic conditions regu- 
lated the establishment of various can- 


ically out of all proportion to the ‘en- 
listed strength of the army. By slow 
accretions a number of these posts have 
grown into thriving towns, originally 
they furnished protection to the settler 
and trader; now they have outgrown 
their usefulness and have become & 
source of expense to the government 
and weakness to the army. 
Reorganisation Essential. 

It is inevitable that a general reor- 
ganization of our army along more 
modern lines, and its administration 
with a view to the utmost economy, 
should take place. The thoughtful of- 
ficers of our army realize that its ex- 
pense per capita is abnormally high. 
The high administrative officers are 
powerless to remedy this unless we 
concentrate our mobile army (by mo- 
bile army we mean infantry, cavalry 
and field artillery and a few auxiliary 
troops, such as engineers, signal corps, 
ete.) in large tactical organizations and 
station them near carefully selected 
cities which will furnish not only rail- 
road facilities, Lut good markets and 4 
climate adapted to all year round troop 
training. 

We will then cease to bufld and main- 
tain the expensive village communities, 
which our posts really are and take 
advantage of the economies attainable 
by concentrating the mobile army into 
about six divisional garrisons. <An in- 
fantry division consiste of three infan- 
try brigades of three regiments each, 
one regiment of cavalry, two regiments 
of field artillery, one batallion of en- 
gineers, one batallion of signal troops, 
four ambulance companies and four 
field hospitals, beside the usual trans- 
portation and+¢supply corps troops, in 
all about 20,000 offcers and men. 

What the Department Aims At, 

The ideal for which the war depart- 

ment is striving is the organization of 


six divisions, one for service in the 


Philippines, one for the Hawaiian Isl- 
ands, and four for the United States 
proper. The division being by law as 
well as regulations an administrative 
unit under the command of a major 


. 


gSeneral, the greatest possible economy 
will be obtained by putting each divis- — 
ion together and administering it as a 


whole. The efficiency of the 
would increase greatly. The officers of 
the various regiments would have con- 
stant opportunity to gbserve the meth- 
ods and standards of other organiza- 
tions. The result would be, keen prdé- 
fesional competition, and a breadth of 
view, not now obtainable by the offi 
who spends most of his time in a 
garrison. The troops would get to know 
the general officers who would com- 
mand them jn time of war. At presses, 
unfortunately, the general officer 

to the average soldier an impersonal 
being far removed, who passes on va- 
rious questions of administration and 
who publishes the results of general 
courtmartial. 

One of the most beneficial results of 
maneuver division in Texas was that 
officers and men saw, served with, and 
acquired a personal feeling for 
brigade and division commanders. 
diers of fifteen years’ service who had 
never seen a major general, saw the 
division commander of that divisidn 
riding daily through the camp, looking 
after their welfare and taking a per- 
sonal interest in their efficiency and 
comfort, The result was that a feel- 
ing of genuine warmth existed between 
the rank and file and the officers whose 
reputation in battle they would make 
or break. This feeling is what made 
the various generals of our civil war 
auccessful commanders. 

Its encouragement with us in time of 
peace is greatly to be desired. 


Atianta An Ideal Location. 

Atlanta offers an ideal situation for 
one of the four divisions, which {¢ is 
hoped to obtain for service within econ- 
tinental limits ,of the United States. 
It has on all sides, particularly to the 
north, large tracts of land admirably 
adapted to the tactical training of the 
body of troops of all arms. There is 
no question that the federal govern- 
ment could obtain “maneuver rights” 
over the land desired, without becom- 
ing possessed of the title in fee sim- 
ple. This would enable the war de- 
partment to train troops on ground a¢- 
tually resembling that over which they 
would campaign in time of war, and 
would prevent the obliteration of large 
portions of counties, etc., by their com- 
ing under federal jurisdiction and be- 
ing removed from the political control 
of the state. A tract of land held under 
the above conditions would have its 
roads improved under federal super- 
vision and would Lecome in fact avail- 
able, to a certain extent, as a part of 
the park system of the city in which 
the division wae stationed. 

There are two schemes now before 
congress for the reorganization of a 
portion of the army—one introduced 
by Mr. Hay provides chiefly for a con- 
solidation of the various staff corps 
and furnishes a supply corps; the oth- 
er, introduced by the war department. 
as a substitute for the Hay bill, pre- 
vides for the organization of the army 
into six divisions, to be used and sta- 
tioned as above indicated.

A territorial division (of whic 
we have four) may contain any 
of territory, the troops within it wide- 
ly scattered, of all different arms and 
stationed without regard to the re 
quirements of prompt tactical move« 
ment. The tactical division has the 
proportions of the several arms afd 
their number definitely fixed. It is the 
unit about which olusters every admin 
istrative or tactical attribute for peace 
or war. P 
Should Atlanta become the station 
one of the divisions of our army, it 
the army wo be fortunate, Those 
officers and who hed never been 
stationed here before would have an 
opportunity to acquire the lasting 
friendships and hospitable 
of the Gate City, which have endeared 
those who have served here to its olt- 
izens.

Report of Samuel Benedict Me- 
morial School Made to 
Federation. 


For sixteen years the Samuel Bene- 
dict Memorial school has been helping 
the boys and girls of Polk: county to 
an eduamtion. From the (first the 
plan has been for an industrial school, 
but lack of money and i_Ilosses of 
buildings and equipment by fire have 
for the iast ten years kept us to a pre- 
scribed and limited public school 
course, 

Looking back over the years we 
realize that, the standard of education 
in our’ own community and in the 
country round has been raised; that 
where fathers and mothers a decade 
ago were quite content with ignorance, 
today it is a matter of general ambi- 
tion that the children should be able 
to “read just any handwriting at all,” 
and they are pathetically proud of the 
son who can “out figure his pa.” 

Sending Out Teachers. 

Our boys and girls of past years are, 
some of them, successful teachers 
Many of them are holding positions 
of trust, most of them are “making 
good” wherever they are, but we feel 
today, as we did at the beginning of! 
the first schoo! year, that there is an 
imperative need for training in work, 
and that when, besides the knowledge 
gained from the books. we can reach 
the boys by practical farming, with all 
the possibilities of fruit growing, truck 
gardening, stock raising and dairying, 
and give the girls a working knowl- 
edge of cooking, of proper food values, 
of home hygiene and of needlework, 
we shall have helped to solve the 
problem of how to Keep the. country 
children in the country and away 
from the cities, 

“Home Science” Taught. 

Along these lines we are working. 
Last year, through the generosity of 
the Cedartown Chapter of the Wom- 
an's Club, we were! enabled to begin a 
course for girls which we call “home 
science.”

Our club, with sixty-five members 
under the leadership of Mrs. T. J. Dur- 
rett, president, has had a very suc- 
cessful year. 

At the solicitation of the Crisp 
County Fair Association we, in the 
fall of 1910, opened a “woman's de- 
partment” and scored such a marked 
success that the fair association urged 
that we take charge of the entire 
fair of 1911. : 

Of course we qid not accept this 
| proposition; however, our members 
went to work with the determination 
to even surpass our record in our 
department of 1910, which inspired 
the managers of all other departments 
to better things. Consequently, the 
Crisp county fair of 1911 was one 
grand success and everybody, includ- 
ing the fair association, gave us “the 
biggest” credit. o 
The health committee of the Wom- 
an’s Club, with the assistance of the 
efty chairman of the board of health, 
have done excellent work for a 
cleaner city, better heattn and Detter 
sanitation. 

They jointly appeared before the 
city council last winter ang secured 
strict quarantine laws and compul- 
sory vaccination. 

We, with the Mothers’ Circle, have 
had sanitary drinking fountains in- 
stalled in the public school. 

Our sales for the Anti-Tuberculosis 
Society amounted to 1,500 Red Cross 
seals. 

We, in co-operation with the mayor, 
made “health day,” “cleaning day” for 
Cordele, our mayor assenting kindly 
to all health suggestions. Our town 
received one good cleaning in conse- 
quence. 

The school children took part in 
marching through the principal 
streets with all kinds of banners, 
brooms, hoes, rakes and mottoes, 
singing as they marched. 

On the evening. of this memorable 
health day a public meeting was held 


at ‘the coyrthouse, carrying out a 
splendid prograth atranged by ‘the 
health committee. This committee 
had charge of two club meetings and 
war was openly declared on flies and 
mosquitoes. 

We secured the appointment of a 
city inspector, who reports regularly 
to our. president, at a salary of $75 
per month, and has done wonders to- 
ward keeping everything clean and 
healthful. 

The following resolutions were for- 
warded our club by the South Geor- 
gia Medical Association: 

“Resolutions approved by the South 
Georgia Medical Association: 

“Whereas, the Federation of Wom- 
an’s Clubs of Georgia have under- 
taken to make better homes, better 
schools, better surroundings and to 
improve health conditions generally; 
therefore be it 

“Resolved, That the South Georgia 
Medical Association commends them 


the services of our members collect- 
ively and individually, to aid them in 
any way possible, and especially in 
disseminating knowledge . pertaining 
to public hygiene and sanitation. 

“Resolved further, That the secre- 
tary be instructed to forward a copy 
of this resolution to the president of 
the Woman’s Club of Cordele.” 

The civic committee has done valua- 
ble work, helping in cleaning and 
beautifying the city, having had 
charge of two club meetings, and some 
very instructive papers were read. 

The plans for beautifying the pub- 
lic library grounds, drawn by Berck- 
mans Gardner and paid for by the 
Woman’s Club, were turned over to 
this committee and grass, flowers and 
shrubbery planted, the city doing the 
work for us. 

They also petitioned city council to 
have all telephone and telegraph posts 
removed from our front yards and 
placed in the alleys. r 

Our civics is divided into two sec- 
tions this year—“City Beautiful” and 
“Parks and Playgrounds,” 

The educational committee did 
splendid work for the rural schools in 
furnishing magazines, books and ather 
reading matter.. 

The club women have entertained 
the rural school teachers at their 
homes at monthly institute meetings. 

During the past year our literary, 
household economics and conservation 
committees have had charge of club 
meetings and furnished ve:iy interest- 
ing and instructive prograins, renew- 
ing our ardor along these lines. 

The library committee has worked 
hard to secure books for Carnegie lLi- 
brary and have been. successful in that 
a library commission is to be appoint- 
ed and get the library out of city 
politics. 

The club furnished evening librarian 
for ten months at $10 a month.

Both circles did 
beautiful work during the year, and 
will continue along the same lines 
this year, only enlarging their scope.

Government’s Investigation Not 
Yet Ended—The Three Men 
Indicted Have Been Arrest- 
ed——Special Counsel for Gov- 
ernment Says Labor Leaders 
Are Not Aiding Investigation.

Angeles, December 30.—Three 
leaders of national prominence 
were indicted and arrested today in 
the government's first round-up of 
men alleged to be connected with al- 
leged national dynamiting consplira- 
cles which federal grand juries began 
investigating here ang in Indianapolis 
directly after the McNamara brothers 
confessed on December 1. 

The men arrested are Olaf Tveitmoe, 
Secretary-treasurer of the California 
State Building Trades Council and 
head of the Asiatic Exclusion League; 
Anton Johannsen, organizer of the 
Btate Building Trades Counctl, and J. 
di, Hunsey, head of the Salt Lake City 
local union of Bridge and Structural 
Jron Workers, of which organization 
Jehn J. McNamara, now serving fif- 
teen years in prison, was internation- 
al secretary and. treasurer. 

These three men are charged with 
having conspireq to transport nitro- 
Kiycerin and other explosives from 
one state to another in violation of 
fhe interstate commerce laws. 

EK. A. Clancey, formerly business 
f@gent of the Structural Iron Work- 
ers’ Union in San Francisco, was 
charged.with the same offense in the 
Same indictment, but he has not been 
errested. 

Five Other Men Named. 

In addition to these four, five other 
men were named in the _ indictment. 
They are Ortie McManigal, confessed 
aécomplice of the McNamaras, the 
chief aid of the federal grand jury 
in gathering evidence against the Mc- 
Namara brothers, and Davia Kaplan 
and one Schmidt, alMeged confederates 
of James B. McNamara in the blowing 
up of The Los Angeles Times build- 
ing. . 

Tveitmoe,. Johannsen and Munscy 
obtained bail tn the sum of $5,000. 

LeCompte Davis, one of the Mc- 
Namara defense attorneys; Mrs. Job 
Harriman, wife of another one of the 
attorneys who represented the Mc- 
Namaras, and John Murray, who 
formerly edited a labor union publi- 
cation,’ acted as bondsmen, 

Tveitmoe persistently refused to 
make any statement to the press 
Johannsen excused himself by declar- 
ing he had “had a falling out with 
Uncle Sam." Munsey also was reti- 
cent. Job Harriman said that the 
men probably would remain in Los 
Angeles until their arraignment next 
week. 

Says Evidence Is Conclusive. 

A. Ii. McCormick, United States dis- 
trict attorney, declared that the gov- 
rrnment's investigation of the alleged 
national dynamite conspiracy was by 
no means ended. 

He intimated that besides continuing 
the investigation into the illegal trans- 
portation of explosives, the grand jury 
Might take up alleged misuse of the 
mails. 

Concerning the indictments returned 
today, Assistant United States District 
Attorney Regan asserted that the gov- 
ronment was in possession of conclu- 
ive evidence against most of the men

OSES PRISONE 


Negroes Cover Deputy With 
Pistols While Shackled Pris- 
oner Rolls From Car Near 
DuPont—All Trace of Three 
Blacks Lost in Swamp. 


Valdosta, Ga., December 30.—(Spe- 
cial.)—G. M. Browning, a deputy offi- 
cer of the Berrien county chaingang, 
who reached Valdosta last night, re- 
ported a sensational hold-up and es- 
cape of a prisoner on an Atlantic Coast 
Line train late yesterday afternoon, 

Officer Browning was on his way 
from Waycross, having in custody .a 
negro named Eugene Nepton. He was 
not allowed to carry his prisoner into 
the coach occupied by white people, 
and took a seat next to the negro in 
the rear of the coach for negroes. 
About a mile this side of DuPont two 
negro men who were sitting near the 
prisoner, suddenly turned with drawn 
revolvers, which they leveled on the 
officer. All three men then made their

New York, December 30.—Preceded 
by dissensions which seemed for a 
time to threaten a climax anything but 
pacific, the citizens’ peace banquet to- 
night proved in realization everything 
that its name implied—so far at least 
as concerned its attendant conditions. 
President Taft, who was the guest of 
honor and chief speaker, while argu- 
ing for the pending arbitration treaties 
between The United States and Great 
Britain and France, as he has done 
previously at similar gatherings, went 
further tonight than in other addresses 
and replied specifically to some crit- 
icisms recently made against the prin- 
ciples embodied in these treaties. He 
also made answer to the charge of in- 
consistency lodged against advocates 
of the arbitration treaties, who did not 
favor arbitration in the difficulty be- 
tween the United States and Russia. 

Taft Replies te Reosevelt, 

“Those of us who are in favor of 
these treaties have been criticised as 
inconsistent because we did not invoke 
arbitration in the recent 
with Russia,” said Mr. Taft. “i'am not 
entirely willing to speak as frankly as 
I might of that, because my tongue is 
tied in a slight way by what we hope 
for in future negotiations. All that I 
can say is that if you will read the 
argument of Elihu Root on the ques- 
tion of why the trea * sheuld - 
terminated, and why arbitration wou 
not do, I am content to stand on 
exhibit and explanation of that. 

“The truth is that the treaty itself 
contains contractual obligations on the 
part of the United States to recognize 
the’ doctrine of non-expatriation and 
recognize the right of Russia to say 
that the naturalized Russian citizens 
in the United States should not lo 
their allegiance to Russia, and could 
be punished for becoming naturalized 
citizens. 

Ne Inconsisteney. 

“Now, that was in accordance with 
the doctrine that prevailed in the 
United States, and that prevailed in 
Russia in 1832. The doctrine had been 
departed from by statute in the United 
States, but it remained in the treaty, 
and we cannot, so far as a foreign 
country is concerned, in 
dealings with her, repeal a treaty by 
statute. 

“Hence it was stated in the notics 
of the termination of the treaty, made 
in aecordance with the terms of the 
treaty, that the treaty was so old that 
it was not responsive to the views of 
the two nations. 

“Now why, therefore, should we ar- 
bitrate a treaty of that sort in which 
we were met first and foremost by the 
proposition that, twenty or thirty or 
forty years ago, we repudiated it as an 
international matter? 

“Therefore, I say that the inconsist- 
ency that is supposed to exist In our 
failure to invoke arbitration there 
does not exist, and I commend to those 
who think it does, a close perusal of 
Mr. Root’s argument ard of the treaty 
itself.”

He accepts all con- 
Sratulations modestly and has ap- 
peared for only a few minutes at pub- 
lic functions to which he has been 
invited. , 

Throughout the day he received a 
stream of prominent callers and was 
entertained at dinner tonight by forty 
of the principal Japanese commercial 
men here and some visitors to Shang- 
hai, 
One of the significant acidtevments 
today occurred at a conference  be- 
tween Tang-Shao-Yi, who came here 
as Premier Yuan Shi Kai's represent- 
ative, and Mr. Wu Ting Fang, leader of 
the republicans at the peace confer- 
ence, when it developed that Premier 
Yuan Shi Kai has authorized Tang- 
Shao-Yi to ignore the imperial edict 
calling the national convention. This 
leaves the arrangements fer the na- 
tional convention entirely in the hands 
of Tang-Shao-Yi and Wu Ting Fang. 

It is understood in authoritative 
Quarters that the convention will be 
held within ten days, and that the 
delegates will be practically the same 
2s those wh elected Sun Yat Sen 
President of the republic at the Nan- 
king convention cn December ‘29, Pos- 
sibly, however,. delegates from Mongo- 
lia and Tibet will be added. 

Strong Central Govcrypment. 

Dr. Sun said that the assertion trat 
the future program of the revolution- 
ists involves the separation of the 
Chinese provinces into autoncmous re- 
rublics was entirely erroneous. Ac- 
cording to their plans, a strong cen- 
tral government is to be organized and 
& parliamen: represetnative of the 
people elected. Each province’ will 
Select its own governor. No provin- 
cial armies are contemplated, as both 
the army and navy are to be made 
national institutions, and will be un- 
der the control of parliament in the 
Same Way as the finances. 

The entire s0vernmental system is 
to be remodeled and modernized, and 
the whole financial System is to be 
adjusted on up-to-date methods. The 
income of the country *s ample to dis- 
charge its liabilities and to defray or- 
dinary expenses. 

Construction of a System of rail- 
ways and roads is to be pushed for- 
ward as rapidly as possible, care being 
taken to avoid arousing the suspicious 
and prejudices of the masses of the 
people, who must first be made to feel 
that the future of China is dependent 
upon the Chinese themselves. They 
must also be taught self-reliance. 

There is reason to believe that Dr. 
Sun and his advisers fully realize the 
magnitude of their task, and also that 
the main details, including the selec- 
tion of strong executive officials and 
organizers have been aecided upon. 
Most of them, it is assumed, have been 
associated with Dr. Sun, but up to now 
have not been definitely approved.

The 
premier, who is believed to be con- 
stantly in danger of assassination, and, 
therefore takes the utmost precaution, 
is a heavy set, gray-haired man, be- 
tween 50 and 60 years of age. He ap- 
peared unusually large in  geveral 
thicknesses of winter robes. 

Yuan Shi Kai gave it to be under- 
stood that he wanted a true referen- 
dum on the question of a republic; he 
was opposed to haste because of the 
danger that the Shanghai conference 
would not be reprsentative 

Replying to the question as to 
whether the Shanghai demands would 
be met, he said the matter was for the 
decision of the imperial clans. In or- 
der to carry on the administration, he 
declared money was needed and the 
princes had not come forward suffi- 
cently in that direction. He added that 
if the rebels advanced, the imperial 
troops would engage them. 

Abdicate or Disgorge. 

There will be another meeting at the 
palace tomorrow of the empress dow- 
ager, the premier and the imperial 
princes. The only question for their 
consideration is that of abdi- 
cating or disgorging their = riches. 
Yuan Shi Kai refuses to abide 
by the agreement entered into by Tang 
Shao Yi, his own representative, and 
Wu Ting Fang, the republican repre- 
sentative. He has sent several tele- 
grams to Shanghai, actually approving 
only the continuation of the armistice, 

Yuan indicated that he may with- 
draw the imperial troops, but it is evi- 
dent that he does not intend to with- 
draw them, as demanded, within five 
days. 

The national assembly, which has re- 
sumed its sittings, has declared against 
the republic. 

The southern members, however, 
have absented themselvés from the ses- 
sions. Reports are being circulated 
casting doubt on Yuan Shi Kai's loy- 
alty. which, among the well informed, 
is considered beyond question, al- 
though his position is a difficult one, 
owing to the suspicion of the Manchus 
and the growing sympathy of all the 
Chinese toward the revolutionaries. 


Change to Christian Calendar. 

Cincinnati, December 30.—The elec- 
tion of Dr. Sun Yat Sen to the presi- 
dency of the new Chinese republic will 
be followed by a change from the Chi- 
nese to the Christian calendar, ac- 
cording to Dr. A. C. Cocy, dean of the 
Nanking Christian college here, with 
the foreign Christian Missionary so0- 
ciety yesterday. 

“The chinese New Year, which is 
pased on the lunar months, and this 
vear occurs February 16-17 as the time 
for settling ell outstanding accounts 
and the beginning of new eras,” he 
said.

Mexicans feel little of bitterness to- 
wards their deposed president, how- 
ever, says Mr. Stocker.

They believe that 
nv other man could have done for the 
country what he did when he first be- 
gan his career as president, and still 
revere him for his deeds in the past. 

“Americans are overlooking their 
epportunities in Mexico,” said Mr.

“Apparently,” ho continued, “manu- 
facturers in the United States, and 
particularly in the south, have not 
realized what a fertile field is Mexico.

ene and a half hours for a ietter to 
get from the sorting tadle to the 
stamping macnine. This delay, it is 
believed, could be considerably short- 
ened bv having more men assigned 
for work on the tables during the rush 
heurs. ' 

Too. the committee recommends to 
the business men of the city that 
they @igcontinue the practice of dump- 
ing their entire day's mali into the 
‘office or a mail box late in the aft- 
ernoon. Fully 8@ per cent of the city’s 
mail is handled after 5 o'clock in the 
postoffice. 

The committee further recommends 
that the practice of back-stamping 
fetters be revived.

Railway Mail Service. 

Concerning the railway mall service, 
the retrenchment policy of Postmaster 
General Hitchock, the committee's 
report in part 1s as follows: 

“In the matter of railway mail serv- 
ice, we have been advised that on ac- 
count of the reduction in the length 
of the. cars, it frequently happens that 
pouches of unworked mail are carried 
past their destination on account of 
the inability of the clerks to keep up 
with this part of their work. These 
pouches are returned in the next 
train, with consequent delay in the 
distribution of the mail. 

“These facts are denied by the rall- 
way mail.service department, and we 
have no method of verifying the com- 
plaints which reached us. It is, how- 
ever, not denied that surplus mail 
matter is frequenthy put in the ex- 
press and baggage cars. Statements 
have been made to us that frequently 
pouches containing mail have been 
stored the baggage and express 
cars. 

“We believe that 
safety of the mail is of such import- 
ance that a matter of saving in the 
expense between a 30 to 40-foot or 
40 to 60-foot car on any particular run 
ought not to be taken into considera- 
tion, if such an overflow of mail mat- 
ter must by reason of lack of storage 
room, be placed in baggage and ex- 
press cars, where the mail clerKs can 
have no direct supervision of same. 

“We learn that such conditions exist 
very largely throughout this district, 
and from the nature of the reports 
received by us we are of the opinion 
that a verv large percentage of the 
delays to mail matter is occasioned by 
the railway mail service. 

Overzealous Employees. 


“Tt has been stated that it is the 
purpose of the department to install 
rigid economies throughout the entire 
country in order to secure the best 
service at the lowest possible cost, 
and that by so doing the deficit which 
has occurred annually in the past in 
the postoffice department has been 
quickly wiped out and a surplus shown 
instead. 

“It is our opinion that general or- 
ders to effect these economies have 
been carried to the extreme by over- 
sealous emplovees in the railway mail 
service department, and that the very 
rapid and material reductions that 
have been made in the railway mail 
service equipment have been the main 
cause of the delay which has been com. 
plained of in this section of the coun- 
try. 

Superiatendent’s Statement Hefuted. 

“The superintendent of the railway 
mail service informs us that there has 
no reduction in the service be- 
tween Atlanta and New Orleans in a 
manner that wenuld affect Atlanta. He 
stated in reply to questions that there 
has been a roduction in the length of 
cars and in the number of clerks on 
that line. but that a large part of the 
volume of mail formerly carried be- 
eween Atlanta and New Orleans has 
been transferred to a route by way of 
St. Louis, and this made it unneces- 
sary to use as large a force as for- 
merlivy.

Georgia Bankers Are Violating 
Law, Says District Attorney, 


Government Objects to Collec- 
tion of Sight Drafts With Bill 
of Lading Attached in Con- 
nection With Interstate Ship- 
ments of Liquor. 


Macon, Ga., December 30.—(Special.) 
Bankers throughout the southern dis- 
trict of the United States court in 
Georgia have been notified by the dis- 
trict attorney's office that they must 
summarily cease the lending of as- 
sistance to “blind tigers.”” The an- 
nouncement is made that unless the 
practice is. discontinued prosecutions 
will -follow. 

The government objects to the col- 
lection of sight drafts with bill of 
lading attached in connection with 
interstate shipments of liquor. As-{ 
sistant District Attorney A. H. Aker- 
man has sent the following letter to 
bankers in Macon, Savannah, Augus- 
ta, Albany and other cities: 


“In the case of the United 
States v. the First National Bank 
of Anamoose, Okla., 190, Federal, 
page 336, a recent decision by 
Judge Amidon, it was held that it 

is a violation of section 239 of the 
criminal code of the United States 
for a bank to collect sight drafts 
with bill of lading attached in 
connection with interstate ship- 
ments of liquor. 

“My information is that banks 
fn numerous places in the south- 
ern district of Georgia have been 
unwittingly violating this statute, 
and as it has always been my 
policy in proper cases to prevent 
violations of the law rather than 
to undertake to punish uninten- 
tional violations, I write to ask 
that you will be so kind as to 
take this matter up with the 
Clearing House Association and 
secure the co-operation of the 
banks in stopping this violation 
of the law.”

Mexico’s Curious Christmas. | 


Harriet Quimby in Leslie's.) 

It is too bad that old customs are 
passing away, even in Mexico. Many 
countries have quaint Christmas feasts 
but Mexico has had the quaintest of 
all. Its nine-day flesta is partly a 
religious and partly a social holiday. 


‘(Not many foreigners have been priv- 


lliged to see these singular feasts, yet 
t few years ago they were a rule in 
over? well-regulated Mexican house- 
old. 

The posadas—or, as they are called 
in some parts of Mexico, the jornadas 
—begin nine days before Christmas, 
and continue up to the very holiday. 
The Christmas spirit begins early in 
Mexico, and the holiday is a prolong- 
ed festival of good cheer, for the best 
can be found in the Mexican home. 

The posada is based on the legend 
that Joseph and Mary traveled from 
‘Nazareth to Bethlehem nine days, and 
that each night they had to beg for 
their posada, which means their lodg- 
ing. Mexican families usually arrange 
to hold their posadas together. Heach. 
family entertains another on one of 
the nights.

appointment. 

The trend of the year was twice 
sharply broken. As reflected in the 
Monthly course of all the barometric 
Statistics, there was throughout- moat 
of the first six months a conservative 
indulgence in optimism, leading to a 
modest expansion; the late summer 
and early aitumn quite overthrew this 
hew structure of confidence, while the 
last quarter of the year has restored 
the tendency toward cautious upbuild- 


ne.

Ratiroad Earnings.

Internal commerce of the 
country moved less briskly, when few 
departments of production approached 
anywhere near their active capacity. 
The main recompense for this setback 
was the striking improvement in for- 
eign trade netting us a “trade bal- 
ance” of probably $540,000,000, as 
against $300,000,000 in 1910. The for- 
eign market ithproved, while the do- 
mestic deteriorated. 

The steel trade—which in 1911 bore 
the brunt of discussion and disturb- 
ances—nearly underwent similar ups 
and downs. Daily iron output rose 
from 56,000 tons at the opening of 
the year to 70,000 in the spring, sank 
to 57.000 in late summer, and is now 
again approaching 70,000, the price 
following suit.. Total make was 1» 
per cert less than 1910. The Steel 
Corporation's blast furngece capacity 
in operation rcse during the year from 
50 per cent to 75 per cent at the be- 
ginning of autumn, and since then to 
80 per cent, but only recently have 
prices tended up rather than down. 

The copper trade followed a some- 
wrat parallel course as regards price, 
which fell from 12%. cents at the 
start of the year to barely 12 cents 
at the end of May. recovering that loss 
later, and recently has spurted to 14% 
cents. The American surplus likewise 
rose from 122,000,000 pounds on Janu- 
ary 1, to 166,000,000 on June 1, and 
now has again been reduced to 95,- 
000,000. 

Nature also was a bit less generous 
in 1911 than in 1910. The earlier prom- 
ise of the crops was cut down by try- 
ing weather, and the final harvest was 
but fair, according to recent standards, 
Cotton alone gave a bumper yield,

Definite Work to Be Planned 


At Athens Con‘erence 


People Throdghout 
Who Are Interested in High- 
way Improvement Urged to 
Attend Meeting at the State 
University January 9-10. 


Athens, Ga., December 30.—(Special.) 
The new department of road work at- 
tached to the school of civil engineer- 
ing at the University of Georgia is 
preparing for the greatest good roads 
conference ever planned for the state 
“The good roads experience meeting” 
to be participated in by the good road 
advocates and those officials who are 
experienced in road making and road 
maintenance will be held January 9 
and 10 at the university in this city.

OWNERS |JOHNSON BOOSTS APPLING _ 


FOR MONEY MAKING CROPS 


“Our road force is making splendid 
progress on the new highway from 
Baxley to Alma,” said Hon. J. M. John- 
son, one of Appling’s county commis- 
sioners, who was in Atlanta yesterday. 
“We are going to carry this road on 
to the Ware county line and then Ap- 
pling will have one of the best links 
im the Round the State Highway. It 
will also be a link in the best route 
between Savannah and Jacksonville 
and between Savannah and Valdosi«a 
and southwest Georgia. 

Appreciate Constitution’s Work, 

Mr Johnson is a farmer, and is in- 
terested in a cotton gin and other en- 
terprises in his section. 

“We appreciate very much the work 
which The Constitution and other pa- 
pers have.done to help the good roads 
movement, because they have certain- 
ly helped our section forward# many 
years. There has been a marked im- 
provement in our roads, and in the 
development of our section since The 
Constitution’s first scout cars passed 
through in 1910 with Frank Weldon, 
Asa Candler, Jr., Wyckliffe Goldsmith 
and Joe Wheeler.” 

Mr. Johnson said that Appling made 
splendid crops this last year. 

“We ginned as much as two Dales 
of Sea Island pér acre for one or two 
farmers this year, and numbers made 
a bale of sea island and from one to 
two bales of short cotton per acre. 
We are right in the heart of the sea 
island belt, but our soil makes both 
kinds of cotton. I made three-fourths 
of a bale of short cotton on new 
ground this year and rignt in among 
live trees. It is not even necessary to 
clear our land to raise crops. Just 
take off the down timber, scratch the 
soil a little, plant the seed and you 
ean make corn, cotton, sweet pota- 
toes, Irish potatoes, chufas, oats, pea- 
nuts, sugar cane and all the vegetables 
and fruits. It is a wonderful soil, I 
do not claim that Appling is the best 
county in Georgia, but there is none 
that will make more to the acre. The 


truth is, the combination of Georgia 
soil and climate with Intelligent farm- 
ing, will make good money almost 
anywhere in the state. One advantage 
of our section ig that the land is very 
smooth and easily worked and a man 
can till more az:es there than in some 
other sections. 
High Priee Per Acre. 

“Some of cur farmers got $150 worth 
of cotton per acre this year and in 
1910, when prices were higher, they 
made $180 per acre. This is no hear- 
say or guesswork, but the figures from 
the gin. 

“Ours is a fine sugar cane and syrup 
section, too. I was figuring with a 
tenant a few days ago and found that 
he had made $101 worth of syrup and 
cane on one-fourth of an acre, and we 
did not count it as extra good iund for 
cane, either. That was at the rate of 
$400 an acre. He made $200 worth of 
chufas from four acres of new ground. 
Many a farmer makés 300 to 400 Dush- 
els of sweet potatoes to the acre. The 
idea of that kind of land selling at $20 
an acre is ridiculous, but it does self] 
for even less in our county. It will 
not be five years, though, before that 
land is $50 to $100 an acre. “he people 
are finding out what we have. Some 
Atlanta people have bought around 
Baxley, I understand. Frank Weldon 
hag bought 1,700 acres in our end of 
the county, and some New York pe2o- 
ple have taken options on 2,000 acres. 
I often wonder why our Georgia peo- 
ple invest their money in gold mines 
and town lots fifty miles from New 
York or some other seaport, when they 
have the surest investment in the 
world right here at home, where they 
can keep track of their property and 
see it double in value every three to 
five years.”

New York show. The quality of birds 
in gome breeds was even better than 
Seen at New York. 

It was amusing to watch the ex- 
Pression On a visitor's face when first 
entering the Armory building and 
viewing the vast floor space covered 
with coops containing a happy lot of 
crowing, cackling heng and roosters. 
The visitor would stand for qa moment 
and gaze with open mouth and eyes, 
hardly realizing that such vast col- 
lection of aristocratic chickens could 
be possible. Then after the first sur- 
prise, they would go from alley to 
alley with the great throng, admiring 
the different breeds of “fine chick- 
ens.” Oh! it wag great. Every va- 
riety of standard bred chicken was 
there save a few old timers. A pity 
‘tis true, but the grand old Cochin is 
sadly wanting in our present day show 
room, and a fate worse than that, 
this grand bird seems no longer t be 
popular with the poultry fraternity, 
notwithstanding the fact most of our 
newer and more fashionable breeds 
Owe not a@ little to Cochin blood infu- 
sion in their make-up. The old Co- 
chin China and the present day Cochin 
have little or no semblance to each 
other. A more beautiful fowl than the 
present day Cochin does not exist. 
Heavily feathered, blocky, yet built on 
fine lines, abundant cushion, no day- 
light visible between bou,y and ground, 
heavy leg and toe feathering, with 
an absence of hard feathered hocks. 
Such birds as these in either Buff, 
Rock, White or Partridge colors made 
one of the most desirable of exhibits 
in the show room or gracing the lawn, 
yet it seems to have become a breed 
of the not wanted type.

Another of my old favorites was 
conspicueus by their absence—the 
leading French fowl, the five-toed, 
crested and bearded Houdan. This is 
one of the finest egg and table fowls 
known, The French people would not 
set so much store by it if this were 
not so. 

Barring these two breeds, I think 
every other breed in the standard was 
represented In one variety or another. 
Of course, I was there for a short time. 
Entered ten birds, and will soon be 
the happy possessor of nine ribbons of 
various colors. Considering the classes 
my birds were in, I naturally feel 
proud of my winnings. All I regret 
is that I was beaten in two classes by 
western breeders. I would have will- 
ingly surrendered first place in one 
class to some of our southern breeders. 

While standing in the main hall one 
morning, I saw a very handsome-look- 
ing old gentleman, bowing and speak- 
ing to everyone—man, woman and 
child— as they passed, he having a 
word of cheer or a jest for everyone.

He decided it 
would require a jury to determine, and 
appealed to Edward M. Chapman, Jr., 
an attache of The Constitution. He 
gave it up, so Mr. T. M. Poole was ap- 
pealed to, but, being a very busy man 
just then, could not decide; so the 
matter still remains in statu quo. 

Your Uncle Dudley looks like 60, acts 
like a man of 30, and is today the 
best-loved man in the state of Georgia, 
by man, woman and child. I doubt 
very much if he is ever conscious that 
he possesses a liver. @™iazy liver and 
an active man are rarely found in th 
same person.

He told me that 
he knew every prominent man and 
woman in Georgia.

The old rule governing a rcal estate 
investment is that enhancement ef 
land must take care of depreciation in 
the house. Bear in mind that a house 
does not ennance in value: inherent 
land value is what goes upward. 
However, on account of the steady up- 
ward trend of building materials and 
labor, improvements sometimes net 
Only take care of themselves and hold 
tneir own, but even appreciate to some 
extent. This is not usual, however, ag 
the rule is for a house or other build- 
ing to go downward. Actual wear and 
tear, change in style, and damage frua 
occupants all tend to lessen the value 
of real estate improvements. The 
land does not change in style, it can- 
not be damaged and suffers no wear 
and tear, 


s 


With a well-built house, constructed 
out of good materials and taken care 
of by occupants, depreciation is imma- 
terial. A common expression of «an 
“This house cost $5,000 
to build; it would cost $6,000 to build 
now.” In the meantime all building 
Materials had gone steadily up in 
Price, labor the same way; being of 
Standard construction, the house had - 
actually advanced in value. With 
lumber becoming very scarce, all] 
available supply taken account of, and 
demand rapliliy' increasing, there :s 
little chance for building materials to 
go backward. All substitutes for lum- 
ber, while more durable, are still | 
higher in price. Thus we frequently 
heve the case in a real estate transac- 
tion where both land and buildings 
have enhanced in value. 


, | 


It is often the case that a house 
built at a certain cost on gq lot of so. 
much value results in a combination 
worth more than the two ingredients 
added together. The house may be so 
dell designed, so judiciously construct- 
ed that it chimes in gracefully with 
the surroundings, and makes a very 
pleasing combination. Thus, many 
people make ggod incomes bv build- 
ing houses just to sell, and, of course, 
they must get more for the combina- 
tion than the separate costs of house 
and lot. On the other hand, it is 
sometimes the case that a lot may be 
worth so much, and a house costing 
a certain amount is added, when fin- 
ished the proposition will not sell fér 
as much as the two elements added 
together. In this case the combination 
is not a judicious one. | 


The expression, “built to sell,” is ndt 
necessarily a stigma on a houses 
Usually professional builders are we:1 
up in designing, they know how to 
arrange a house so that it will be 
attractive and suit q@ great number 
of families, They have the advantage 
of buying their lot at wholesale, being 
constantly in the market and ready at 
any time to buy any lot that is qa bar- 
gain. They also purchase building 
Materials at wholesale, get inside 
prices on all supplies and equipment, 
and have a laboring force already or- 
ganized and working. The amateur 
builder frequently loses a great deal 
in purchasing, in organizing a build- 
ing forceandin lost motion. The reg- 
ular builder can put up much better 
house for less money. . 


Nor is the expression “built for a 
home” necessarily a recommendation, 
It usually is, but not aiways. fm 
building for a home one is supposed 
to select everything, build everything 
unusually strong and not skimp; but 
too frequently one’s own personal 
idéas are embodied into a house ang 
the resulting combination has not a 
general adaptability. The person who 
builds for a home may have some 
cranky notions about certain things 
and sacrifice the general desirability 
of a house to perscaal’ peculiarities. 
There is no disgrace in buying a 
house that was “built to sell.” There 
is no more reason in buying materiais 
and building a house than in getting 
up materials and putting up your own 
piano—unless you just want to. 
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Professional house-builders learn & 
great deal from experience and have 
hit upon a plan or design of home 
that meets the wants of a large num- 
ber of people. The average buyer 
can usually come out better by pur- 
chasing a house already built than in 
undertaking to plan and construct 
himself. It is such a common experi- 
ence that houses always cost a great 
deal more than was anticipated, no 
matter how carefully plans are drawn 
and contract executed. Of course the 
person who is not interested in sav- 
ing money, but wants to plan an 
build himself regardless of cost should 
select a lot and go ahead.

Dallas, Texas, December 30.—Aban- 
doned train schedules, herds of cattle 
unable to obtain. forage and droves of 
sheep in peril of starvation are some 
of the effects of a prolonged cold wave 
and the heaviest snowfall in nine years 
in north Texas. In addition, the worst 
blizzard of the year is reported to be 
sweeping down through Oklahoma in 
the vicinity of Tulsa toward the Red 
river counties. 

In the northwest portions of Texas 
conditions are the worst. Snow is piled 
high in the draws and in railroad cuts, 
in some cases to a depth of 40 feet. 
Meanwhile herds are deprived of the 
range and cattlemen are forced to feed 
them as best they may, the great num- 
bers making it all but impracticable. 
Sheep are tn the same situation. 

Railroad operations have been ham-« 
pered and trains in some cases are be- 


ing detoured through Kansas, owing 
to the heavy drifts. 

As indicating the barrenness of the 
range, reports are being received from 
outlying districts that deer and wolves 
have appeared around the ranch houses 
in many localities, driven fnom their 
usual haunts by the snow. 

Animals Flee Ranges. 

Denver, Colo., December 30.—Tem- 
peratures as low as 14 degrees below 
zero are reported from many sections 


\of eastern and southern Colorado to- 


day. 

At Lajunta 12 inches of snow cov- 
ers the ground and ‘blankets all feed 
on the ranges. The waters are frozen 
and cattle, horses and sheep are suf- 
fering. 

So serious are conditions, it is said, 
that jack rabbits, quail, deer, wolves 
and coyotes are flocking to ranch 
houses and settlements in search of 
food. Today the thermometer at La- 
junta registered 10 degrees below 
zero.

“Woman's Place in Civic Life” is 
the theme of an address made by Mrs, 
John Hayes Hammond in London 
when she responded to an invitation 
to ‘address the American women in 
London. Mrs. Hammond its chairman 
of the Welfare workers of the Nation- 
al Civie Federation, and her work for 
industrial operatives, women and chil- 
dren is being systematically and 
efficaciously pushed. 

Mrs. Hammond has for years been 
a student of social problems and, like 
all the thinking women of the mo- 
ment, she is impressed with the 
tremendous responsibility of woman 
her every relation. 
In concluding ‘her 
the American women 
aptly said: 

“The club woman movement in our 
country is one of the most remark- 
able of recent developments. 

“We have a General Federation of 
Women’s Clubs which numbers almost 
million members. There is nearly 
million of earnest women as- 
sociated with various kinds of clubs 
that are not federated. 

“Our clubs are, in the main, com- 
posed of women of means or leisure 
who devote themselves to the public 
welfare in a most exemplary way.

True, it is the time when there should 
be felt the spiritual side of the great 
feast day, but it is right hard to fee!

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SOME INTERESTING FACTS 
‘ANENT NAMING OF AMERICA 


The following facts from an article 
which appears in the current issue of 
The Journal of American History, on 
the naming of this great continent of 
ours, will be of interest to the D. A. R. 
and to all patriotic Americans: 

In July of this year there was 4 cele- 
bration at the little town of St. Die 
in old Lorraine, now the Department 
of the Vosges, in France, which is of 
interest 40 Athericans, for it commemo- 
rated the formal bestowal of the New 
World of the name “America,” April 
25, 1507. 

About 1490 Galtier Lud founded at 
St. Die a society for the cultivation 
of the arts and sciences, which: was 
called the Gymnase Vosgien, and was 
placed under’the patronage of Rene, 
the Duke of Lorraine. There were 
three members of this society who were 
especially concerned in the study of 
geography—Nicholas' Lud, Matthias 
Ringmann and Martin Waldseemuller. 

Before 1507 there had existed among 
the members of the gymnase an in- 
terest in Americus Vespucius and his 
explorations. But in 1507 a printing 
press was erected in St. Die, and its 
first production was the famous Cos- 
mographiae Introductio. This contain- 
ed some account of the ancients’ con- 
ception of the geography of the world, 
togwether with the story of the four 
voyages of Americus Vespucius. It re- 
ferred in the text to a map, as appear- 
ing in book, on which was represented 
the world as known before the dis- 
coveries of the fifteenth century, as 
well as the result of those discoveries. 
Tt was in this book that Waldseemuller 
deciared that the new found continent 
should bear the name of America, in 
honor of the explorer. 

But the map mentioned in this Look 
was not there. For three centuries 
the geographers of the world 
puzzied by its omission and loss. 
wae not until 1901 that Professor P. 
Joseph Fischer while engaged in -re- 
Search work in the library of Prince 
Waldburg at Walfegg castie. in Wur- 
temburg, discovered two maps made by 
Waldseemuller. One of these proved 
to be the long lost map of 1507. In 
it a long narrow island represents the 
western hemisphere, and hears the 
name America. The map is a wood 
engraving and shows a bust of Ptolemy 
and one of Americus Vespucius (The 
map is reproduced in this issue of The 
Jceurnal of American History ) 


Criticiam of Name. 


There has been much criticism of 
Waldseemulier and his associates for 


their bestowal of the name of Ameri- 
us Vespucius rather than that of 
Christopher Columbus upon the new 
world. The facts which led to this | 
honor are as follows: 

Vespucius was in Saville acting as

ily of Florence, Italy, his native city, 
when Columbus was preparing for his 
second expedition; the two met, and 
Columbus’ accounts doubtless fired 
Vespucius with ambition to seek his 
way also to the new, golden land in 
the west At any rate, in 1499 he 
set sail and went to the mouth of ihe 
Orinoco river, where Columbus had 
been the year before, thus becoming 
the discoverer of the South American 
continent. In 1501 Vespucius made 
his second voyage, and two others in 
1503 and 1605. In 1504 he addressed 
a letter to the duke of Lorraine, in 
which he gave the sailing date of his 
first voyage as May 29, 1497. As he 
sailed on his first voyage to the shores 
of South America, this date, had it 
been the true one, would make him 
the discoverer of the American conti- 
nent, for Columbus went to. South 
America in 1498, and Cabot discovered 
the northern part of the continent In 
the same year. 


From Noble Florentine Family. 


Americus Vespucius came from a no- 
ble and ancient Florentine family. He 
was the son of Anastasio Vespucci, 
and his wife, Elizabeth Mini. At his 
birth in 1451 the family had fallen 
somewhat in its fortunes. but still 
held rank among the nobility. The 
farilest known home of the Vespucci 
was in the town of Peretola, near 
Florence. Early in the thirteenth cen- 
tury they removed to Florence, where 
they lived in the part of the city 
known as Santa Lucia di Ogni> Santi. 
Their residence was near one of the 
gates, now the Porta del Prato, on 
the street now called Borgonguisanti. 
The house was standing in 1846 and 
was then occupied by a hospital for 
the sick poor. This was in the care 
of the monks of Saint John of God, 
and it was one of their number, Anto- 
nio Salvini, who, in the eighteenth 
century, placed qa marble tablet over 
the doorway, which may be trans- 
lated, “To Americus Vespucius, a no- 
ble Florentine, who, by the discovery 
of America, rendered his own and his 
country’s name illustrious throughout 
the whole world. Upon this ancient 
mansion of the Vespucci, inhabited by 
80 great a man, the Fathers of Saint 
John of God have erected this tablet 
as a memorial, in the year 1719.’ 

The Vespucci were prominent in the 
public affairs of Florence, many of 
them holding office in the state. Amer- 
icus Vespucius’ father was secretary 
of the “signori,” the senate.
